GAO Claims 
McGovern 
Violations 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - T h e 
General Accounting Office to­ 
day referred o the Justice De­ 
partm ent three “ apparent vio­ 
lations” of the new cam paign 
spending law

co m m ittee s fo r D em o cratic 
presidential nominee George S. 
McGovern. 


The GAO also said it found 
many instances of inadequate 
bookkeeping by M cG overn’s 
cam p aig n co m m ittee which 
could require sim ilar action un­ 
less “ properly resolved.”

The report by the GAO —the 
Congressional overseer of gov­ 
ernm ent spending —covers the 
first portion of an audit of the 
fin an cial o p eratio n s of the 
McGovern for President —D.C.

Jobs Rise By 250,000, 
Unemployment Goes Down 


WASHINGTON (UPI) —The 
n a tio n ’s u nem ploym ent ra te 
edged downward in Septem ber 
from 5.6 to 5.5 per cent while 
the num ber of persons with jobs 
continued the steady rise that 
began more than a year ago. 
The new em ploym ent report, 
m ade public today by the Labor 
D epartm ent’s Bureau of Labor 
Statistics, said that after ad­ 
justm ent for seasonal factors, 
the num ber of persons with jobs 
increased 250,000 in Septem ber 
to an all-time high of 82.2 mil­ 
lion. That was nearly 3. 
mil­ 
lion more than in June, 1971. 
The actual num ber of em ­ 
ployed persons declined about 


1.5 million in Septem ber as 
students quit sum m er jobs to 
return to classroom s, but this 
was less than norm al for Sep­ 
te m b e r so th a t em plo y m en t 
rose on a seasonally adjusted 
basis. 
The bureau said the num ber 
of unemployed w orkers totaled 
4.7 million in Septem ber, down 
about 200,000 from August. That 
was about norm al, and the bu­ 
reau described the overall job-

Kills 3 


G O E T T IN G E N , G e rm a n y 
(UPI)—A runaw ay U. S. Army 
sergeant shot and killed two 
m ilitary guards and a w aitress 
aboard the Alpine Express to­ 
day, dum ped their bodies out 
the windows and fled with two 
pistols into countryside near the 
E a st G erm an b o rd er, police 
said. 


P o lice h elico p ters buzzed 
over the underbrush and busy 
highways south of this central 
G erm an town, about nine miles 
west of the barbed-w ire border, 
in search of Sgt. Thom as De 
Gregorio, 26, of Hialeah, Fla. 
and the 1st Arm ored Division. 


Men 
with 
guns, 
dogs 
and 
loudspeakers—both police and 
West G erm an troops—beat the 
bush on foot and G erm an radios 
broadcast w arnings about “ an 
A m erican soldier on the loose, 
arm ed and considered danger­ 
ous.” 


One terrified fem ale m otorist 
told police “ a man in uniform, 
waving a pistol,” tried to flag 
her down on a highway south­ 
west of Goettingen. He got a 
faceful of gravel and exhaust 
fu m es, she said, but police 
could not say whether that was 
their m an. 


O fficial police spokesm en 
sketched this scenario of m ur­ 
der aboard the Alpine Express: 


De Gregorio, they said, had 
b e e n 
a b s e n t-w ith o u t-le a v e 
(AWOL) from his 1st Arm ored 
outfit since Tuesday. U. S. m ili­ 
tary police confirmed he had 
b e e n a r r e s t e d W e d n e s d a y 
trying to cross into D enm ark 
and had been picked up by two 
u n id en tified U.S. arm y s e r­ 
geants at B rem erhaven, G er­ 
m any, Thursday for retu rn to 
base in Bam berg. 


They boarded the Copenhag- 
en-Rome express a t B rem er­ 
haven. About 1 a.m .. they said, 
De Gregorio made his play for 
freedom as the express rocket­ 
ed along ju st north of Goettin­ 
gen. 
It happened in Wagon One, 
first ca r behind the engine, 
where De Gregorio and the two 
escorting sergeants were seat­ 
ed. A w aitress was working 
som ewhere nearby. One or both 
of the sergeants got careless, 
perhaps dozed a bit, and the 
butt of a .45 caliber pistol hung 
free. 
In the police reconstruction, 
De Gregorio grabbed it and 
blazed away. One bullet tore 
through a wall, others mowed 
down the sergeants and the 
w aitress. Police speculated she 
was killed because she saw the 
shooting or perhaps because 
she cam e to investigate. 
De Gregorio rode another 18 
miles into Goettingen before he 
left the train and escaped, po­ 
lice said. 
They m arked the distance by 
the location of the battered 
bodies found along the track— 
the soldiers close together near 
the little town of Edesheim , the 
w aitress closer to Goettingen. 
Panic blurred the m em ories 
of witnesses to De G regorio’s 
escape, police said. The engi­ 
neer at dirst said the soldiei 
had jum ped from the moving 
train as it approached Goettin­ 
gen, 
but later recalled 
him 
stepping onto the station plat­ 
form with pistol draw n. A con­ 
ductor said he heard an exit 
door being forced open in m id­ 
journey. 
U. S. Arm y spokesmen con­ 
firm ed De G regorio’s identity 
and the essentials of the inci­ 
dent. They said he was a sec­ 
ond-hitch 
so ld ier 
who 
had 
joined the A rm y in 1966.

criteria enabling construction 
work not requiring an environ­ 
m ental im pact statem ent, a c t­ 
ing on the heels of a state 
Supreme Court ruling requiring 
.im pact statem ents for all m ajor 
developments having a “ nontri­ 
vial'' effect on the ecology. 


The council had halted issu­ 
ance of all building perm its la st 
Monday after learning of the 
ruling. 


In a decision handed down 
Sept. 21, the court interpreted 
the state’s Environm ental Qual­ 
ity Act of 1970 as requiring 
environm ental im pact reports 
for private as well as public 
developments. 
The decision has brought new 
d ev elo p m en t th ro u g h o u t th e 


Demolition of structures in 
accordance with the uniform 
building code, zoning ordinance 
text am endm ents, lot-line relo­ 
cations or building m oratorium 
perm its. 


The council also said any 
application evaluated by staff

Reaching back to two old New 
Deal program s—Social Security 
and Welfare—the Senate passed 
an $18.5 billion bill early today 
in a costly effort to lift millions 
from poverty. 


At 1:03 a.m ., after eight days 
of debate which clim axed with 
a final 16-hour and 33-minute 
session, the Senate adopted the 
most m assive revision of those 
well-established program s writh 
a simple purpose: to fight pov- 
triy with cash. 


The 68-5 vote by which the 
m easure was adopted belied the 


bitterness with which liberals 
fought welfare revisions they 
called repressive. 


California’s two Dem ocratic 
Senators, Alan Cranston and 
John Tunney, both voted for the 
bill. 


Because of its size, the bill 
faces a potential veto. But it is 
expected to be cut back sharply 
in the final legislative process 
before enactm ent. 
It expands the Social Security 
p ro g ra m , b ro ad en s M edicare 
health insurance for the elderly 
and for the first tim e guaran­ 
tees a nationwide m inim um in­ 


come for three million needy 
aged, blind and disabled adults 
on welfare. 


It also imposes $6 billion in 
new taxes—the ninth Social Se­ 
curity tax increase in 12 years 
for 90 million working people. 


The increase would am ount to 
54 per cent for people earning 
$12,000 a year. It is not that 
steep for those who earn less, 
but all will pay higher payroll 
taxes. So will their em ployers. 


The m easure fails to cope 
with its original goal—reform 
of the w elfare system which 


supports 11 million needy m oth­ 
ers and children. 
A hopelessly divided Senate 
instead left the system intact 
for the next five to eight years 
while authorizing experim ents 
w ith co m p etin g concepts on 
how to induce those on welfare 
to take jobs. 
House and Senate conferees 
will m eet behind closed doors 
next week to reconcile the Sen­ 
ate m easure with a bill passed 
by the House 15 months ago 
which costs half as much. 
U nless they cut its scope 
sharply, the m easure may be 
vetoed by President Nixon.

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WORLD NEWS IN BRIEF 


Dinner For Chinese 


UNITED NATIONS <UPI> - 
Secretary of State William P 
Rogers entertained Chinese 
Vice Foreign Minister Chiao 
Kuan-hua with a dinner of lobs­ 
ter and chicken Thursday night 
in a precedent-setting occasion 
that U.N. Ambassador George 
Bush said indicated “ we’ve 
come a heck of a long way.” 
The banquet in Rogers’ sump­ 
tuous 19th-f 1 oor apartment 
overlooking the United Nations 
was the first time a high-rank­ 
ing official of the Peoples Re­ 
public of China had been the 
guest of a U.S. government 
leader in this country. 
Although the evening was 
“ more social than substantive,” 
Rogers said they discussed in­ 
creasing trade contacts and the 
“ improved relations between 
our two countries.” 


Philippine Arrests 


MANILA (UPI) — Philippine 
military- authorities today re­ 
ported the arrest of 14 more 
persons under President Ferdi­ 
nand E. Marcos’ martial law 
proclamation to raise the num­ 
ber of arrests in the Manila 
area to 217. The latest group 
held included a woman gossip 
columnist and two other jour­ 
nalists. 
Information Secretary Fran­ 
cisco Tatad also announced the 
arrest of a police lieutenant on 
suspicion of smuggling 2,000 
guns into the country. He said 
police antinarcotics agents had 
raided another “ heroin labora­ 
tory” and sealed it pending a 
search of the premises in sub­ 
urban Quezon City. 
Tatad said it was the fourth 
narcotics lab discovered since 
martial law was proclaimed 
Sept. 23. 


Meany Petitioned 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - De­ 
claring the re-election of Presi­ 
dent Nixon would “ constitute a 


grave danger,” the head of the 
Butchers Union has asked Pres­ 
ident George Meany of the 
AFL-CIO to give up his neutral 
positon and support Democrat 
George S. McGovern. 


Patrick Gorman, the meat 
cutters president, sent Meany a 
telegram Thursday asking the 
AFL-CIO president to recon­ 
vene the federation’s executive 
council to reconsider the earlier 
decision to remain neutral in 
the presidential contest. 


Gorman complained Meany 
was criticizing McGovern while 
trying to “ gag” AFL-CIO state 
and local central labor councils 
from criticizing Nixon or sup­ 
porting McGovern. 


Security Tightened 


BONN (UPI) — Authorities 
today tightened security pre­ 
cautions at Jewish centers for 
fear of Arab retaliatory strikes 
against the banning of two radi­ 
cal Palestinian organizations, 
police said. 


A police spokesman said ex- 
tensive security measures im­ 
posed in the wake of the Israeli 
Olympic team massacre in 
Munich Sept. 5 “ have been fur­ 
ther strengthened.” 


He declined to elaborate. 


Kahane Released 


TEL AVIV (UPI) - A judge 
released Rabbi Meir Kahane, 
head of the Jewish Defense 
League (JDL), from jail on $9,- 
500 bail today but barred him 
from leaving Israel so long as 
he is suspected of trying to ship 
weapons abroad for anti-Arab 
terror attacks. 
“ Counterterrorism against 
the Arabs is necessary,” Ka­ 
hane told reporters after the 
court session. “ It’s about time 
a counterterror group was set 
up ... it’s about time some­ 
body started worrying about 
Jews of the world who are 
targets because of Israel.” 
As yet. no charges have been

Would Ignore Court 


HARTFORD, Conn. (UPI) - 
Rep. John G. Schmitz, the 
American Party presidential 
candidate, said Thursday he 
would feel free to ignore the 
Supreme Court when it “ legis­ 
lated,” such as on school bus­ 
ing. 
“ As president I would not feel 
obligated to execute the Legis­ 
lative edicts of the Supreme 
Court or any federal court. 
That is a power grab,” Schmitz 
said at the windup of a two day 
Connecticut campaign tour. “ I 
would not feel obligated to exe­ 
cute any laws except those 
passed by Congress.”

Red Troops Launch 
Drive Near Saigon 


SAIGON (U PI)—Communist 
troops today launched attacks 
on government units within sev­ 
en miles of Saigon, blocking 
traffic on a major highway and 
infiltrating at least five hamlets 
in what military sources said 
was a “ critical threat” to the 
capital. 
Major fighting W’as reported 
swirling around Phu Cuong, 
capital of Binh Duong Province 
about 13 miles north of Saigon, 
and snipers were firing on mili­ 
tary vehicles on Highway 13 
just north of the capital, the 
sources said. They said resi­ 
dents were being told to store 
rice for one to two months and 
that wounded soldiers would be 
treated “ at their posts,” not 
evacuated to hospitals. 
Allied commanders have pre­ 
dicted the Communists will try 
to isolate Saigon in advance of 
the Nov. 7 U.S. presidentil 
elections. To blunt the threat­ 
ened offensive, the U.S. com­ 
mand for the past three days 
has been sending U.S. B52 bom­ 
bers against suspected Commu­ 
nist positions near the capital 
and the big planes overnight 
struck nearby targets in the 
heaviest raids in the area in 
more than three years. 
“ The Saigon region is faced 
with a critical threat,” one 
officer said. 
Command spokesmen said at 
least 42 B52s dumped an esti­ 
mated 1.260 tons of explosives 
on suspected Communist posi­ 
tions around Saigon late Thurs­ 
day and today, rattling win­ 
dows and doors in the capital in 
the heaviest strikes since early 
1969.

Nixon also said that if “ we 
can make the right kind of a 
settlement before the election, 
we will make it. if we cannot, 
we are not going to make the 
wrong kind of a settlement be­ 
fore the election. We w ere 
around that track in 1968 when 
well-intentioned men made a 
very, very great mistake in 
stopping the bombing without 
adequate agreements from the 
other side.” 
In Paris. The North Vietnam­ 
ese peace delegation formally 
denied the London Times re­ 
port. A Hanoi delegation press 
statement said, “ Rumors men­ 
tioned today by a British news­ 
paper are without any factual 
foundation.” 
“ The Paris negotiations con­ 
tinue to mark time because the 
Nixon administration hangs on­ 
to its position of aggression and 
neocolonialism while intensify­ 
ing savage war action against 
the population in the two zones 
of V ietn a m ." the sta te m en t 
said.

The Tiburon City Council last 
night asked Marin County Su­ 
pervisors not to approve a con­ 
troversial hilltop housing devel­ 
opment near the city until an 
environm ental im pact study 
has been done on the project. 
The Highlands, a 128-unit de­ 
velopment planned for 32 acres 
overlooking the Reedlands and 
Bel Aire subdivisions, is to be 
considered by supervisors Tues­ 
day. Developer of the planned 
unit project, which is to include 
both detached and undetached 
single-family homes, is Security 
Capital Corp. of Walnut Creek. 
Richard G. Arjo, director of 
community development, said 
the council reiterated its stand 
that the developm ent would 
create “too high a residential 
density” in the area. 
The highlands has drawm cri­ 
ticism from nearby residents 
who say the homes would add 
to already bad sewage, traffic 
and drainage conditions in the 
area.

Seven Seas Food, Atmosphere

One 
Sausalito 
restaurant 
where the food and atmosphere 
“turn me on" is the Seven Seas 
on Bridgeway. 
The food alone would proba­ 
bly do it. for owner Paul De 
Moss insists on a well staffed 
kitchen and the use of quality 
ingredients. But there is more 
to it than that. 
Actually the Seven Seas is 
two places in one. There is the 
front, through which everyone 
must pass, with its bar and 
tables. This half invariably is 
buzzing with cosmopolitan ac­ 
tivity. If you like to indulge in 
people watching, here is the 
place to sit. During the course 
of your meal you’ll have plenty 
of material. But remember — 
you are also on parade. Don’t 
be self conscious if you find 
yourself under scrutiny. It’s 
part of the game to watch and 
be watched. 
In the rear — and you have to 
go through the kitchen to get 
there — is a patio, a more 
conventional dining area. It’s 
quite nicely decorated and is 
like being outdoors with inside 
comfort. This is a trick done 
with a lot of greenery, a Rolla- 
matie roof that opens to the sky 
so quietly you're not even con­ 
scious of its movement, and 
outdoor radiant heaters that 
are adjustable to compensate 
for any chill that may other­ 
wise result from the open Rolla- 
matic. 
Seven Seas fare is primarily 
seafood and the accessories 
that go with it. The restaurant 
is well named. Popular entrees 
are such things as the bouilla- 
baise (probably the most in 
demand of all of them), cioppi- 
no, crab or scallops newburg, 
sole Marguery, steamed clams, 
mahi mahi, prawns or scallops

Among the latter the 
spaghetti m arinara with its 
crab and shrimps sauteed in 
butter is an excellent choice.

the list is long and you'll have 
no trouble at all in selecting one 
to please you All prepared by 
chef Roger Bruin and his assist­ 
ant Robert Bradley, who by the 
way, used to be at the Wind­ 
jammer. 
Sausalito. of course has it 
parking problems. You’re lucky 
if you can find a place on the 
side streets. Most likely you’ll 
have to go to the main public 
parking lot around the corner 
and a block or two away unless 
you want to walk farther to 
whet your appetite. 
F’aul allows an hour free 
parking as a credit on your 
check at lunchtime and two 
hours at dinner 
Bring along 
your parking tag from the lot 
for verification. 


OCTOBER DINING in Marin 
wouldn’t be complete without 
the annual Columbus day cele­ 
bration at Nero’s Restaurant,, 
Nave Lanes in Ignacio. This 
will be its 12th vear. 


It is a time when Bill Nave 
Sr. dons his apron and turns his 
talents to an Italianfest to outdo 
all other Italianfests. And sons 
Bill Jr., Rich and Bob and the 
rest of the Naves pitch in and 
help. 


This year the celebration is 
again slated for a Monday 
night, usually the restaurant’s 
day of closing. It will be on Oct. 
9 — just three days away. 
There will be music, fine oid 
Italian food (35 different dishes) 
and wine — all you can con­ 
sume. for $3.95 per person. And 
in the usual custom there will 
be three separate dinner ses­

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Tire Co. Told To Stop 
'False, Deceptive' Ads 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -The 
Federal Trade Commission to­ 
day ordered Firestone Tire & 
Rubber Co. to stop using “ false 
and deceptive“ advertisements 
claiming that its Wide Oval 
tires stop quicker, are free 
from defects and safe under all 
conditions. 
But the five-member commis­ 
sion stopped short of ordering 
the Akron, Ohio, company to 
undertake corrective advertis­ 
ing though it ruled for the first 
time that it has the authority to 
do so. 
Firestone replied that it had 
not produced the tires in ques­ 
tion “ for several years” and 
had not advertised them. The 
company said it had filed an 
appeal of the FTC order with 
the U.S. Circuit Court of Ap­ 
peals in Cincinnati. 
A group of Georgetown Uni­ 
versity law students called Stu­ 


dents Opposing Unfair Prac­ 
tices, 
Inc. 
(SOUP) 
had 
intervened in the case in an 
attempt to obtain an order di­ 
recting Firestone to place cor­ 
rective as. 
Only Commissioner Mary 
Gardner Jones voted to require 
such ads. She said the Fire­ 
stone case “ presents the com­ 
mission with its first opportuni­ 
ty to articulate on the public 
record just what its position 
with respect to this remedy is 
in the context of a formal 
record ... 
“ It does not do for a quasiju- 
dicial body like the commission 
... to avoid this responsibility on 
some rationale that we should 
gain more experience before 
committing ourselves,” she 
said. 
Chairman Miles Kirkpatrick 
and three other commissioners 
preferred to wait for some fu­ 


ture advertising case with more 
specific information to invoke 
the authority it claims for re­ 
quiring corrective ads. He not­ 
ed that the deceptive tire ads 
had appeared four years ago. 
The commission found that 
Firestone used limited test con­ 
ditions as its sole support for 
ads claiming that Wide Oval 
tires would stop 25 per '“ent 
quicker under all road and 
weather conditions than all oth­ 
er types of regular tires. 
The FTC concluded that Fire­ 
stone’s claim that its tires are 
“ safe" is “ false and deceptive 
on its own admission that tires 
cannot under today’s technolo­ 
gy bo assured of being free of 
defects.”

'Dull' Campaign Far President 
Finds Voters Looking At Issues 


Two over; one to go. 
The two over are bond issues 
to buy open space in San R a­ 
fael and Tiburón. On Tuesday, 
Tiburón voters gave 73 per cent 
approval to a $1,250,000 bond 
issue to buy open space in their 
city, just 2 per cent shy of the 
75 per cent favoring a $2,250,000 
San R afae l 
bond issue two 
weeks earlier. 


THE 
ONE 
TO GO is the 
c o u n t y w id e p a r k s d i s t r i c t , 
which will be on the Nov. 7 
ballot. 


This would authorize the Ma­ 
rin County Board of Supervi­ 
sors to set 
up a countywide 
park district, with the supervi­ 
sors as directors. The district 
would be em powered to levy a 
m axim um tax rate of 10 cents 
per $100 assessed valuation to 
acquire open space and parks. 


Based on present county val­ 
uation, this would raise about 
$760,000 the first year. Howev­ 
er, 
it 
might 
be 
possible 
to 
obtain more land than could be 
purchased for that amount, as 
the district could tie up lands 
u n d e r le a s e - p u r c h a s e a g r e e ­ 
ments. It also might be able to 
augment the $760,000 with fed­ 
eral funds. 


WE TOOK ISSUE with this 
approach as saddling the coun­ 
ty with an unnecessary special 
district — for which special 
legislation was required. But it 
is 
the 
route 
chosen 
by 
the 
supervisors to fund open space 
purchase. 
The overwhelming approval 
given 
city 
open 
space 
bond 
issues in San Rafael and Tib­ 
urón leaves no doubt that the 
people believe that preserving 
M arin’s open environment is

court house. 


That is a lot of bread. It is part of the 
price a society of free people pay to have 
a modicum of representative govern­ 
ment. And. it is getting more expensive 
year by year. 


Here in California, the price of cam ­ 
paigning has jum ped millions of dollars 
in the past two years. 


According to the authoritative Califor­ 
nia Journal, spending in 1972 congression­ 
al and legislative prim ary cam paigns 
was 48 per cent higher than it was in the 
prim aries of 1970. Candidates for the U.S. 
House of Representatives and the State 
Senate and Assembly spent $3.3 million 
in 1970. This year, the total was $4 967 
million, even though the num ber of candi­ 
dates was about the same. 


Democrats spent more than Republi­ 
cans, because Dem ocrats had more can­ 
didates. For the 43 congressional, 20 state 
senatorial and 80 Assembly seats, the 
Democrats fielded 312 candidates and 
spent $2 9 million 
The Republicans put 
up 226 candidates and spent $2 million. 


THE BIGGEST CHUNK of money went 
into the prim ary races for California’s 43 
seats in the House of Representatives, a 
total of $2,516,752. The 107 Democratic 
candidates spen? $1.4 million to have or 
to hold those seats. That was an average 
of $13,050 per cam paign. Republicans put 
up only 78 candidates and spent $1.1 
million; an average of $14,200 per candi­ 
date. 
Averages are deceiving. Fortney H. 
(Pete) Stark, the banker who wrested the

worth w'hat it costs. The county 
could 
have 
taken 
the 
sam e 
route as the cities and obtained 
more land sooner,’ without a 
special district. 
But there is no use quibbling 
over the approach when the 
purpose is so laudable. And, 
while the special district may 
(despite s u p e r v i s o r s ’ a s s u r ­ 
ances otherwise) add something 
to overhead, that amount can 
be held down if the supervisors 
watch it carefully. 


THE ENABLING legislation 
provides that money raised by 
the 10-cent tax can be used only 
to buy, develop and maintain 
new land. None of it can be 
spent on the existing county 
parks. 
This assures that the county 
park district will not become a 
vehicle for hiding some of the 
costs of 
maintaining present 
parks by switching it from the 
county’s general budget to that 
of the newly created district. 
If formation of the district is 
approved Nov. 7, the county 
will be in position to buy lands 
that cannot be purchased by 
cities because they are in unin­ 
corporated territory. Most of 
the big parcels as yet undevel­ 
oped fall into that class. 


THE COUNTYWIDE district 
thus can complement the open 
space acquisition by cities — 
and we hope San Rafael and 
Tiburon will not be the only 
ones among M arin’s 11 cities to 
buy their own open space. To­ 
gether, county and cities can 
purchase and set aside for rec­ 
reational use much land which 
otherwise would be developed. 
All who live in Marin (as well 
as those who visit it) will be the 
gainers. 


Congressman George P. Miller iAlame­ 
da). spent $217,329. Congressman Paul 
(Pete) McCloskey spent $183,412 to win 
his prim ary battle against two Republi­ 
can challengers. It cost McCloskey about 
$6 15 a vote to hold his nomination. 


At the other end of the cash register, 
CP Congressman William Maillard (San 
Francisco and Marin counties) spent only 
$2,054 for his prim ary cam paign; about 
3 4 cents a vote. Mailliard is saving his 
m oney for a tough N ovem ber fight 
against Democrat Roger Boas. 


IN THE CONTESTS for the 20 state 
Senate seats, 35 Dem ocratic candidates 
spent $316.385; an average of $9,040 per 
campaign. Republicans put up only 26 
senatorial candidates for a total of $158,- 
314; an average of $6,089. 


State Sen Jack Schrade, R-San Diego, 
led the field with contributions of $103,- 
040 Sen 
Mervvn Dymally, D-Los Ange­ 
les. raised $78,072 in the prim ary and 
reported giving some of that to candi­ 
dates for the Assembly. 


There were 292 candidates in the 80 
Assembly district prim aries; 107 Demo­ 
crats and 122 Republicans. All told, they 
spent $2 million. The Democrats spent an 
average of $7,040 per Assembly race, for 
a total of $1.2 million. Republicans spent 
$775.418. an average of $6,200 per candi­ 
date. 


Those already in office spent more per 
cam paign than those who wanted in. The 
total prim ary expenditures for the 37 
incumbent congressm en cam e to $601,088 
— an average of $16,250 per district. The 
118 challengers spent three tim es as 
much in total, 
but it averaged only 
$12.500 per cam paign. 


If was the sam e story for the state 
legislative races: State Senate — incum­ 
bents averaged $13,750, non-incumbents, 
$5,080; Assembly — incumbents averaged 
$11,000 per cam paign, non-incumbents, 
$4,130. 


ALL-IN-ALL, it figures out to 50 cents 
a vote, statewide. For John H. Woods it 
cam e to a lot more than that. Republican 
Woods spent $61,280 in the 38th Congres­ 
sional District prim ary race. On June 6 
he got 6,699 votes and lost to Howard 
Snider by more than 6,600 votes. When he 
added it all up. Woods had spent $9.15 per 
vote to get Snidered. 
With few exceptions, even more money 
will be spent per district in the November 
elections. Like the man said, “ The past is 
prologue — you ain’t seen nothin’ yet.” 
Politics cost money — before and after 
elections!

With this non-political tranquility m a­ 
chine a fellow might even sleep through 
cam paign speeches. 


WASHINGTON — Many Am ericans are 
beginning to feel that this is a dull and 
boring election cam paign. In some as­ 
pects it is. But this does not m ean it isn’t 
one of the most meaningful and valuable 
presidential elections in a long time. 
It is valuable and meaningful because: 
1 — Voters are deciding how they will 
vote on the basis of the issues. 
2 — The differences between President 
Nixon and Senator McGovern are deep 
and crucial, and the choice between them 
will likely shape the course of the nation 
for many years to come. 
3 — Most people are not allowing 
personality or style to get in the way of 
m ore im portant considerations. This free­ 
dom from charism a comes about because 
neither Mr. Nixon nor Senator McCovern 
is an exciting personality. 


THIS IS WHY the nomination of Sena­ 
tor McGovern is a good thing and ought 
to be satisfactory to those who are likely 
to vote against him as well as to those 
who are likely to vote for him. 
It was tim e that the growing num ber of 
voters on the Dem ocratic left should 
have the opportunity to test the accepta­ 
bility of their views in the arena of a 
presidential election — and let them be 
voted up or down so that their advocates 
can no longer say they are not being 
allowed to use the political system to 
further their ends. 
They are no longer on the outside 
looking in. They have taken possession of 
the Democratic Party. They earned this 
right in the prim aries and at Miami 
Beach. The McGovern nomination was a 
good thing. Without it there would not 
have been the c le a r and sig n ifican t 
choice of purposes and policies which the 
Nixon-McGovem confrontation provides. 


THE MlcGOVERN strategists lam ent 


WASHINGTON — Prem ature, yes, but 
not very risky to start a post-mortem of 
the 1972 presidential election. Of course, 
u n p red ic tab le th in g s do happen. The 
President could pre-em pt air tim e on all 
networks to confess to the world that he 
personally m asterm inded the W atergate 
raid, and that might cost him a half-point 
or so. 


Somewhat more likely, a sizable group 
of Democrats who find it hard to contem ­ 
plate voting for 
Mr. 
Nixon but are 
deathly afraid of what might happen if 
Sen. G eorge M cG overn w ere elected 
could look at the public opinion polls, 
decide there is no danger that Senator 
McGovern might make it, and pull the 
lever Nov. 7 to appease both their con­ 
sciences and their fears. That might cut 
another few points off Mr. Nixon’s m ar­ 
gin. 


But, among other things, Newsweek’s 
latest national survey indicates that if 
Senator McGovern wins all the electoral 
votes now rated sure fgr him (3), plus all 
those leaning to him (6), plus all those 
considered uncertain (100), plus all those 
m erely leaning to the President (152), 
they still woul not add up to those 
currently seen as solid for Mr. Nixon 
(277). Because of the unbroken consisten­ 
cy of reports like those, it takes only a 
little nerve to speak now about the future 
of the Democratic P arty after November.

that Mr. Nixon was not out cam paigning 
earlier and more provocatively. But it is 
just as reasonable for the President to 
run his own cam paign as it is for 
McGovern to run his. 
And there is no evidence that what 
some would call a desultory cam paign is 
clouding or confusing the public grasp of 
what is al stake in the election. 


Mr. Nixon’s positions em erge with ade­ 
quate clarity from what he has done as 
President. An incumbent has no choice 
but to run on his record w hether he likes 
to or not. There is little he can say to 
em bellish it. 
M cGovern’s positions em erge with ade­ 
quate clarity from all he has said during 
the long contest in the prim aries and 
since his nomination. His views on the 
central issues — how he would end the 
w ar in Vietnam; how he would contract 
the U.S. presence in many parts of the 
world, including Europe; how he stands 
on taxes, on busing, on term inating wage- 
price controls, on more spending for 
social welfare and how he would cut 
defense — are now well established. 


IT IS EVIDENT that voters are focus­ 
ing upon the issues, upon the differences 
between 
the 
two nominees, 
and 
are 
m aking up their minds accordingly. 
Louis H arris finds, for example, that 
the percentage of voters who now feel 
they understand what McGovern propos­ 
es is going steadily up. 
It seems evident that voters are not 
prim arily deciding to support McGovern 
because they don’t like Mr. Nixon person­ 
ally, and vice versa. Charism a is out. 
Superficially dull and boring though it 
may appear, this is the kind of election 
when very im portant decisions are going 
to be made for the right reasons. This is 
why it is valuable and meaningful.

Then it was the beneficiary of the 
1958 recession that produced a heavy 
swing back to the Dem ocrats in the 
congressional election and put the party 
in a mood to win two years later. That is 
what nominated John Kennedy — not 
ideology but the sure feeling that here 
was a winner. 
In that way, 1956 for the Democrats 
was what 1964 was for the Republicans. 
The ideologically driven right wing had 
its choice in Sen. Barry Goldwater rather 
than an echo, and the GOP hit bottom. 
Afterward, it returned to pragm atism 
with a vengeance and chose its man for 
all factions to run and win in 1968. 


THE IDEOLOGISTS of the Democratic 
P arty have had their fling this year. 
They chose the candidate, and he ran 
more or less on their issues. If he loses, 
you may expect a dem and for a purge of 
their most visible symbols from the party 
m achinery, just as Senator Goldwater’s 
Dean Burch and others were swept out 
by the Republicans. 
Beyond that, the parallel wavers. In 
1956 and 1964. the professional politicians 
and devoted am ateurs to whom party 
meant more than purity rem ained in 
ultim ate control of events. They came 
partw ay together to nominate Kennedy, 
then merged to elect him. They did the 
sam e behind Mr. Nixon. The two-party 
system , as it turned out, was strength­ 
ened in each case by what tem porarily 
seemed catastrophe. 
This fall, by contrast, the Democratic 
Party has collapsed — and the old 
professionals who have put it together 
after other debacles have no authority to 
do it again. The ideologues who nom inat­ 
ed the candidate and dem anded that he 
take positions that sundered the party 
are the ones who also rewrote the party 
rules and thus took over its machinery. 
The very ones who, by precedent, should 
be purged after an electoral disaster are 
the ones in position to do the purging. 


THEREFO RE, FOR the D em ocrats the 
future is bleak. Those in charge hope that 
another Kennedy will come to the rescue 
and that if the contest in 1976 is etween 
Ted Kennedy and Ted Agnew, all those 
old-fashioned Democrats who fled this 
year will come rushing back. But it is a 
chancy business, placing all your hopes 
on one troubled man. It is sensible to 
have insurance in case it fails. 
That would mean they understand that 
the once dom inant Democratic coalition 
was not built on ideological intolerance, 
exclusivity, elitism and holier than thou- 
ness — and that they set out to rebuild 
the party on that understanding. Defeat 
if it is inevitable, 
must be seen in 
historical perspective. It can lead to 
conciliation and rebirth, but only if the 
willful reform ers turn their will in that 
direction.

Corte Madera Town Meeting 
Results In Small /Consensus/ 


Just how effective are town 
meetings as instruments of feel­ 
ing the public pulse and letting 
city fathers (and mothers) know 
what the people in their com­ 
munities are thinking? 
Last week, after months of 
careful planning and prepara­ 
tion, Corte Madera held such a 
meeting on a sunny Saturday. 
Only 200 people, slightly more 
than two per cent of the town’s 
9,421 residents, decided to fore­ 
go their normal Saturday rou­ 
tine in the interests of civic 
betterment. It was really a 
shame, because the planners 
had worked hard and they ex­ 
pected at least 400 persons — 
which still, of course, would 
have been only a tiny fraction 
of the population. 


d u r in g t h e m o r n in g 
session, those attending broke 
up into small study groups to 
discuss and make recommenda­ 
tions on open space, master 
planning and development, 
communication, citizen partici­ 
pation in government, and town 
services. 
Many 
people 
attending 
thought the original plans 
called for the entire meeting to 
discuss the proposals generated 
by the study groups at an after­ 
noon session, then approve or 
disapprove them. The recom­ 
mendations endorsed by the 
group were to be forwarded to 
the town council. 
By the time the afternoon 
meeting rolled around, there 
were only about 90 left in at­ 
tendance. 
The resolutions approved by 
the various committees were 
ready, but most of them were 
never heard of again, since 
organizers of the meeting had 
apparently decided to put only 
a few of the proposals before 
the audience. 
There was some vague at­ 
tempt to explain why this was 
to be, since several persons 
expressed outrage at this turn 
of events. There may be a very 
good explanation, but it was 
never made clear just what 
that would be. 


NO DIRECT VOTE was tak­ 


en on any of the resolutions. 
According to the meeting’s 
moderator, the organizers had 
decided that the proposals 
should be approved by “ consen­ 
sus.” 


Apparently this meant that 
persons who were opposed to 
any of the motions were invited 
to speak their opposition. Un­ 
less very serious opposition de­ 
velopment to a resolution, it 
would be recorded as approved 
“ by consensus,” moderator Pe­ 
ter Belden said. 


At this point the meeting de­ 
teriorated into considerable 
bickering on the wording of the 
various proposals and a variety 
of other topics. When this was 
all finished, most of the resolu­ 
tions had been watered down 
into bland, unspecific language. 
This may be one of the prob­ 
lems of large gatherings of this 
type. There are so many diver­ 
gent views that resolutions are 
bound to be very general or 
they will be lost in objections 
and bickering. Specifics are 
what cause the fights and de­ 
bates, it seems. 


AFTER THREE hours of of­ 
ten tedious debate and ha­ 
rangue 011 all kinds of topics, a 
good number of the audience 
looked like they had been run 
through the ringer. 
I felt the meeting had become 
a grueling ordeal, which most 
people seemed to want to end 
as soon as possible. Only they 
didn't seem to know how to 
accomplish this worthwhile 
goal. 
When the remaining audience 
surged out the doors for a 
breath of fresh air at the ses­ 
sion's end, what had been ac­ 
complished? 
A few general proposals had 
been “ approved by consensus” 
by 90 persons, about one per 
cent of the population. 
Does that really give the town 
council an obligation to approve 
any of the recommendations 
coming from the town meeting? 
The will of one per cent of the 
population is surely worth con­ 
sidering, but it is hardly a 
mandate.

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Cancer-Causing 
Virus Isolated 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI)— 
Scientists from the University 
of Minnesota fold the American 
College of Surgeons meeting 
here they have isolated a virus 
from human cancer patients 
and the organism is like viruses 
known to cause similar tumors 
in animals 
The researchers stressed that 
they are not claiming to have 
discovered the first known hu­ 
man cancer-causing virus— but 
that their chemical tests, their 
screening of antibodies to the 
virus, and their examination of 
the tumor cells with an electron 
microscope indicate the viruses 
are linked to the specific hu­ 
man cancer. 


The report was presented 
Thursday, final day of the sur­ 
geons meeting, by a group from 
the University of Minnesota, 
headed by Dr. Elwin E. Fraley, 
associate professor of urology, 
and Dr. Arthur V. Elliott, a 
virologist. 
The essential test for the in­ 
fectious nature of any organism 
is whether it can be isolated 
from one batch of disased cells 
and used to cause the spine 
disease in normal cells 
Fraley said he and his col­ 
leagues have transformed a 
culture of normal cells to ma­ 
lignancy by infecting them with 
virus. The work requires a full­ 
er report and study, he said 


TB Vaccine Effective 
In Cancer Treatments 


WASHINGTON <UP1> — A 
leading cancer researcher to­ 
day reported limited success in 
using an anti-tuberculosis vac­ 
cine to fight cancer in humans 
and said it was a “ promising 
lead" in a long effort ahead to 
develop an effective anti-cancer 
agent. 
“ We haven't got a cure but 
we have better hope than we 
had 
before. 
Dr 
Edmund 
Klein, chief of the Department 
of Dermatology at the Roswell 
Park Memorial Institute, Buf- 
felo. N Y., said in an interview. 
Klein reported the findings at 
a meeting of scientists from 
eight countries called by the 
National Cancer Institute (NCI) 
to discuss the use of the bacter­ 
ial agent BCG immobilizing the 
body > defenses against cancer. 
He said the BCG applied to 
four patients with malignant 
moles four with breast cancer 
and six with white blood cell

mation. 
"If we are to prevent the 
kinds of conditions that led to 
last summer’s tragedy at Attica 
'N Y.) and the disturbances at 
San Quentin, the public has 
simply got to know what is 
going on on the other side of 
those gray walls.” 
Magee is in San Quentin Pris­ 
on awaiting his Oct. 18 trial in 
San Francisco.

LAKELAND, Fla. (U PI)— 
Saying that “ everybody’s been 
real nice." millionaire promot­ 
er Glenn W. Turner went home 
to Orlando Thursday to await 
the resumption of his trial on 
securities violation charges_ 
and also the appeal of a con­ 
tempt citation that almost kept 
him in jail. 
The flamboyant young head 
of Dare To Be Great and other 
Turner enterprises, dressed in 
a green suit and black and 
white boots of unborn calfhide, 
had been jailed briefly Wednes­ 
day on the orders of a circuit 
court judge who held him in 
contempt on the opening day of 
his trial.

Phony Money Is 
Smuggled In By 
U.S., Hanoi Says 


TOKYO (UPI)-Hanoi today 
accused the United States of 
smuggling counterfeit money 
into North Vietnam to upset its 
financial and monetary system. 
A statement, issued by the 
Communist Vietnam National 
Bank and broadcast by the 
Vietnam News Agency, said: 
“ Recently, (the Nixon admin­ 
istration) has committed anoth­ 
er crime, very dirty and despic­ 
able, against the Vietnamese 
people by smuggling counterfeit 
money into the D.R.V.N. (North 
Vietnam). 
“ The making and smuggling 
of counterfeit currency by the 
Nixon administration is a 
wicked and cowardly act de­ 
signed to upset the financial 
nnd monetary system and the 
economic life of the D.R.V.N., 
and also to boost the psycholog­ 
ical war against the Vietnam­ 
ese people.” 
Military sources in Saigon 
last month said the United 
States was dropping counterfeit 
money from airplanes over 
North Vietnam.

historical and 
cultural tradi­ 
tions of our religion." she said. 
The reasons families seek al­ 
ternatives to religious educa­ 
tion may vary from a feeling of 
guilt, “ we don't observe the 
customs, so we are not good 
Jews, but. we have to offer our 
children something" to a feel­ 
ing of being unable to offer 
religious training because of 
assim ilatio n and a lack of 
knowledge.

The sermon topic, “ Backsli­ 
din’.’’ itself as old as time, as 
chock-full of contemporary ref­ 
erences. I was reminded of the 
days when backslidin’ referred 
to wearing lipstick before the 
age of 21, playing cards, danc­ 
ing, dating boys before age 17, 
losing your virginity prior to 
marriage. 


interestingly, there was a 
large number of young persons 
in the congregation, and they 
were obviously in accord with 
Reverend Reed’s sermonizing 
against the anything-goes life­ 
style many people today pro­ 
fess to believe in and live by. 


DURING A PERSONAL in­ 
terview, 
Reverend Reed told 
me, “ Of course, I’m aware of 
the attitude changes toward the 
church and God that have come 
about over the years.

many are coming back. Their 
spiritual attitudes are refresh­ 
ing and very mature. They are 
willing to accept God now that 
they feel free to see Him as not 
necessarily an ab stract, un­ 
reachable being, but rather as 
that which is good, kind and 
humane in every person. 
“ Some of them backslide, of 
course. 
But the thing about 
backslidin’ is that you ain't 
gone yet. There’s still time to 
put on the brakes and pull 
yourself back up the road to 


humaneness toward yourself as 
well as others.” 
With the contemporary mod­ 
ernization of God in show's such 
as “ Hair,” “ Godspell” and the 
like, are preachers on their way 
nut and “ pals” on their way in? 
“ Well,” laughed the reverend 
as he stroked his moustache, 
“ I'm basically an old-fashioned 
preacher just like my father 
w'as. My message content, of 
course, is timely even though 
most human conditions are 
timeless. But my delivery is 
what you’d call old-fashioned. I 
admit, like most ministers — 
ah, preachers — there is a bit 
of ’ham’ in me w'hen I'm in the 
pulpit. 
I want people to be 
receptive, at least hear what I 
have to say. Even if they don’t 
agree I want them to think 
about why they disagree. 


“ I DON’T believe in the bud­ 
dy system. The members of my 
congregation, especially the 
young people, look to me for 
information and expertise in

•THE YOUNG, particularly,

But I think 
people, especially those who 
have gone through the cycle 
and survived, have found spiri­ 
tual satisfaction on a very hu­ 
mane 
basis more supportive 
than narcotics, alcohol and a 
life with no commitments.

One-Man Show Offers 
A "Symbolic Journey"

Michael Bowen is an exciting 
and gifted visionary artist 
whether or not you go for the 
meanings of his strange, exotic 
symbolism in his one-man show 
at Emperor’s Gate Gallery in 
Sausalito through Oct. 15. 
Visionaries are persons with 
special insights and a mission. 
“ The Evolution of Modern Tan- 
tra is Bowen's transmission of 
his findings and preoccupations 
with occult experience during a 
two-year journey to Nepal, Ti­ 
bet and Indian to study Tantra. 
“ All of my work represents a 
symbolic journey into higher 
realms of consciousness, back 
through the illusion of time to 
the very beginnings that are 
contained within our being,” 
according to Bowen. 
The artist has provided keys 
to his symbolic imagery which 
arc mounted on the gallery 
walls for viewers’ understand­ 
ing. There are also guidelines 
for ways of reaching cosmic 
and personal unity, the hazards 
and obstacles which confront 
one through life's many jour­ 
neys and the ultimate goals of 
self and universal enlighten­ 
ment. 
Bowen's more successful 
works are those in which the 
symbolism does not over-power 
the paintings as it does in the 
huge diamond-shaped “ Mother 
Kali,’ which is a diagramatic 
approach to the cosmic world. 
Tantric doctrine is based on 
the interwoveness of all life and 
Bowen's imagery depicts stages 
of metamorphosis — horses 
with female bodies, for exam­ 
ple — and such morsels as 
mushrooms as a way of ingest­ 
ing their wisdom-providing psy­ 
chic visions. 
His use of the mushroom as 
basic and integrated design and 
form elements in “ Quatzalcoa- 
tle Hongo’’ and “ Mushroom 
Candy" are irresistably beauti­ 
ful. 
Stars, mandalas. pyramids, 
the egg, the sea. the beast, the 
spiral, the staring eye, the

man-beast, the Golden City are 
components of Bowon’s striking 
spiritual and structural idea­ 
tions 


Irridescent colors, montage 
effects of overlapping imagery, 
multidimensional levels of calli­ 
graphic additions add up to a 
wondrous experience. 


The 29 works in the artist's 
exhibit comprise paintings and 
“ press-works." The latter is 
Bowen’s own invention for a 
printing method which allows 
him to combine elements from 
other paintings and apply the 
brush directly to a plate for 
additions 
or 
changes 
in 
progress. 


Bowen s work is an important 
contribution to the emerging 
group of young visionary paint­ 
ers in the Bay Area whose 
sights are focused on reshaping 
their personal worlds . . . and 
perhaps stimulating others to 
do so, too. 
Accompanying Bowen's ex­ 
hibit is an interrelated showing 
of ancient Tantric objects from 
Tibet and India from the collec­ 
tion of Valerie Van Cleve and 
Michael Bowen.

The Mill Valley Center for the 
Performing Arts started off its 
new repertory season last night 
with a very old Greek chiller. 
“ Oedipus Rex," but entitled 
more properly "Oedipus Tyran- 
nos.” 
The play is from an ancient 
myth in which Oedipus original­ 
ly was a demon haunting a 
mountain, and his mother was 
the Earth who brought all 
things into being, and after 
rearing them, received them 
again into her body. 
In Sophocles's “ Oedipus Tyr- 
annos." Oedipus is a tyrannical 
king who has unwittingly killed 
his true father and married his 
own mother. When pestilence 
and pollution overwhelm his 
kingdom, he looks for its cause, 
but incorrectly singles out his 
brother-in-law 
Kate, revenge, pride and hor­ 
ror are the true stars of the 
play, and director Martin Frick 
by masking his principal 
characters and stylizing his set 
and actors in the chorus —■ 
keeps these forces uppermost 
The wheels of the gods grind 
slowly, but they grind exceed­ 
ingly fine. In any great tragedy 
of the theater, this message is ' 
spelled out — that man has a 
fate that he creates himself, 
and no matter where he runs or 
hides the scale will be bal­ 
anced. 
The modern message also is 
here. Sigmund Freud attributed 
the origin of all neurosis to an 
unresolved Oedipus complex.

A. Volpe who personally button­ 
holed members before the bal­ 
loting in an effort to swing 
enough votes for the issue that 
has been his foremost concern 
in recent months.

Year-Round 
Schooling 


The Old Adobe School District 
board of Petaluma last night 
voted a survey to determine if 
the year-round school plan 
should be extended to Bernard 
Eldredge School. 
Supt. Dean D. Magowan said 
parents at the school will be 
contacted within two weeks to 
get opinions on changing from 
the traditional nine-month cal­ 
endar. 
Last year the district put La 
Tercera and Miwok Valley 
schools on the staggered 45-15 
plan. Students are in class for 
nine weeks followed by three 
weeks of vacation. Parents and 
teachers at Eldredge also were 
in favor of the plan, but asked 
that it be delayed until the 197.'5- 
74 school year. 
Magowan said new opinions 
will be gathered from parents 
to make certain they still favor 
the year-round plan. If ap­ 
proved. students at Eldredge 
would begin the new schedule 
in early July next year. 
The Old Adobe School District 
board also: 


-ELECTION — Voted to op­ 
pose Proposition 14 on the Nov. 
7 ballot, saying the Watson 
initiative would be harmful to 
schools. 


RELIGION - Rejected a re­ 
quest that students be released 
45 minutes early from school 
once a week for religious train­ 
ing. The board was sympathetic 
with the plan, but noted sched­ 
uling problems. 


COMPLETION - Heard that 
a classroom addition at Miwok 
Valley School has been accept­ 
ed as complete. 
BONDS — Received a prelim­ 
inary opinion from the state 
Office of Local Assistance not­ 
ing that local bond money could 
not be used to air-condition La 
Tercera and Miwok Valley 
schools. 


Low-lncome Housing 
Agreement In Cotati 


The Cotati City Council last 
night approved a leased hous­ 
ing agreement with the Sonoma 
County Housing Authority in 
the hope of improving living 
conditions for low-income resi­ 
dents. 
The council, with member 
Herbert I. Winter dissenting, 
also approved guidelines for 
operation of the authority pro­ 
gram in the city. 


Inder the agreement, the 
housing authority, based in San­ 
ta Rosa, will lease housing 
from private owners, bring the 
buildings up to code and rent 
them to low-income persons at 
25 per cent of their monthly 
income. 
Cotati joined Santa Rosa as 
the only cities in the county to 
participate in the federally fi­ 
nanced program. 


The Cotati City Council Also:

However, Police Capt. Wil­ 
liam Walsh discounted the 
creek as the source of poisoning 
and said the dog “ very proba­ 
bly” ingested the poison by 
eating something. 


“ Strychnine can’t be bought 
in quantities sufficient to poison 
a creek,” Walsh said. “ It is 
only available in a preparation 
used for killing gophers.” 


Nevertheless, as “ a precau­ 
tionary measure,” polce and 
firemen turned on a hydrant in 
the area to flush out the creek 
last night. 


Test results are not expected 
until Monday.

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Public Heo rs County Plan Ideas 


Citizens and officials asked 
far-ranging questions about the 
proposed Marin county wide 
plan last night, but seemed 
most concerned about the con­ 
troversial review agency that is 
proposed to coordinate develop­ 
ment in the county and its 11 
cities. 
The first public hearing on 
the county wide plan, held by 
the City-County Planning Coun­ 
cil of Marin, attracted a full- 
house audience to the Marin 
Civic Center. The hearing was 
cut short about 11 p.m. by the 
building’s security rules, and 
will be continued at 8 p.m. Oct. 
19, according to George C. Que- 
sada, chairman of the planning 
council. 
Quesada reported today the 
council “ assured the citizens 
that the review agency idea 
was still at a very formative 
stage. .. and wouldn’t be foist­ 
ed upon them without revision 
of existing mutual powers regu­ 
lations and agreements.” 


Pilot Of Sabre 
Is Recuperating 


Richard L. Bingham, pilot of 
the F-86 Sabrejet which crashed 
into a Sacramento ice cream 
parlor Sept. 24, killing 22 per­ 
sons, is recuperating from his 
injuries at his home in Novato. 
Bingham was discharged 
from a Sacramento hospital on 
Tuesday, and is reported to be 
gaining strength after suffering 
a broken arm, broken leg and 
cuts in the tragedy. 
His wife, La Vonne, has said 
attorneys have advised the cou­ 
ple not to speak to newsmen 
until after a public hearing on 
ihe crash to be conducted by 
the National Transportation 
Safety Board later this month 
in Sacramento.

ed any recommendations lor a 
review agency or any other 


Court Curbs Will Halve 
Job Force, Builder Claims 


A Marin County contractor 
predicted today that the recent 
state Supreme Court ruling re­ 
quiring environmental state­ 
ments for all but minor devel­ 
opments would throw half — or 
about 2,000 — of Marin’s union­ 
ized construction workers out of 
work. (See also story, page 1.) 
“ If this thing remains as it is, 
50 per cent of Marin’s union 
people will be out of work,” 
declared Dino J. Ghilotti. an 
owner of Ghilotti Brothers Con­ 
struction Co. of San Rafael. 
“ And it’ll affect related indus­ 
tries, too,” he said. 
Ghilotti said he didn’t know 
what an environmental impact 
report was in any case, adding 
that the ruling came “ in a 
great deal of haste.” 
The president of the Associat­ 
ed 
Home Builders of the 
Greater Aast Bay in Berkeley 
hinted the ruling could strip 
400,000 workers throughout the 
state of their jobs. “ And major 


banks are suspending const ruc­ 
tion lending,” according to M. 
1. Hardesty, who predicted a 
“ crippling effect on the state’s 
entire economy.” 
David Greenlee, executive 
manager of the Marin Builders 
Exchange, said the court deci­ 
sion was “ a case of writing the 
laws rather than interpreting 
them.” 
“ It’s created absolute chaos,” 
he said. 
Greenlee was unable to esti­ 
mate the number of Marin con­ 
struction projects that would be 
affected by the ruling. 
Meanwhile, Asst. Marin 
County Counsel Richard V. 
Godino said county counsels 
from throughout the state were 
meeting today in San Francisco 
to discuss the meaning of the 
ruling. 
Godino called San Rafael’s 
development of a criteria list 
for trivial development an “ im­ 
portant step.”

Audience members also 
asked for clarification of the 
concepts of land “ banking,” 
density rights, trading and rev­ 
enue sharing — concepts men­ 
tioned by the staff as ways of 
making the plan work, Silver 
reported. 
Quesada commented today 
that the review agency issue 
may have to be separated from 
adoption of the countywide plan 
itself, “ although the plan should 
contain means of implementa­ 
tion.” He said it might be 
necessary to form a committee 
to work on the review agency 
problem while the cities and the 
county supervisors hold hear­ 
ings on the overall plan.

between meals to wash down 
crackers and cookies. 
Janet never ate enough protein foods such 
as meat, eggs, and cheese. She

did not like fruits and vegeta­ 
bles. In other words, she was a 
finicky eater. Here was the 
reason for the failure to gain 
weight and her flabby muscles 
and dental caries. Snacking be­ 
tween meals ruined her appe­ 
tite for lunch and dinner. Par^ 
ental nagging and bickering to 
get her to eat made matters 
worse.

Simple possession of mari­ 
juana is a misdemeanor in Col­ 
orado. 
The players and two other 
men were arrested after police 
stopped their car early today. 
“ The officers detected burn­ 
ing marijuana coming from the 
car, and arrested the four occu­ 
pants,’ said Sgt. Steve Metros 
of the Denver police vice squad. 
It was the first trouble with 
:he law for Jabbar, who was 
known as Lew A lcindor at 
UCLA before he changed his 
name. But Allen twice before 
had been a rre s te d on drug 
charges —the last time being 
given probation by a Los Ange­ 
les judge on a 
m a riju an a 
charge. 
In his probation report, Allen 
was quoted as saying he could 
“ be an example to other young 
people and through my experi­ 
ence explain to them the risk of 
harm that they do to them­ 
selves, their families and their 
friends by using drugs and nar­ 
cotics.” 
Also a rre s te d e a rly today 
were 23-year-old college stu­ 
dents Stephen E. Duncan of 
Columbia, Mo., and Mordecai 
Cr Cooke of Seattle, Wash. Po­ 
lice said Cooke was driving the 
car when it was stopped.

Mary, my wife, and I are still at Webber Lake 
in the Sierra. The firehouse gang from Woodacre 
left with the one big buck that Clarence Nunes 
shot.

One of the boys said, “The only time that 
ever happened before was when the fire chief did 
it!”

Before leaving, Marty Medin 
filled me in on a spot where he 
had missed two bucks, so Mary 
and I, after giving the place a 
few days rest, figured those 
bucks just might be back. We 
planned a hunt around the “ hot 
spot,” and about noon, we rout­ 
ed a nice 3 pointer — not as big 
as Clarence’s buck, but still a 
good one. As it jumped, I yelled 
to Mary and she connected with 
her first shot. She headed for 
the car, picking up three back 
packs and Judge and Tom Baty 
who were up to visit us. They 
got back to me about 4 p.m. In 
the meantime, I had the buck 
cleaned and about a mile closer 
to the road. When they arrived, 
we quartered the buck and 
packed it out. Tom and the 
judge both did their share of 
packing. We reached camp at 
6:30 — pretty beat, but happy. 


A COUPLE OF DAYS passed 
with everyone going home last 
Sunday morning in the middle 
of a thunder, lightning and hail 
storm. What a din that was! 
Mary and I sat around won­ 
dering just what to do. We 
finally decided to give Meadow 
Lake a try for trout. It had 
been slow with the mountain 
temperatures too high. We 
drove the four-wheel drive to 
the lake about eight miles 
above Webber Lake. We drove 
down to the beach, putting up 
two forked sticks in the gravel 
at water’s edge to hold the 
rods. We baited the one hook on 
each rod with a whole night 
crawler, using a small sinker 
on two-pound test monofilament 
lines. Then after strip casting 
out 20 yards or so, we sat in the 
car while it rained to beat the 
band.

brother! We landed 20 rainbows 
between 10 and 15 inches in 
about three hours while we 
listened to the Giants beat the 
Braves, 6-2. 
It was a kick! Those fish 
would really hit, sometimes 
taking the rods almost into the 
lake. One time it was raining so 
hard that Mary, when she got a 
hit, cussed the fish: That’s the 
way it went. She hated to leave 
the car’s warmth. 
Monday, Russ lid of Marin 
and his dad, Jim, came up to 
stay for a couple of days. We 
told them about the fishing, so 
you know where we spent this 
afternoon. The fishing wasn’t as 
good as yesterday’s but we 
managed to land 12 beauties 
between us. We arrived at 
camp to discover that Jim had 
left the creel with the fish at 
the lake. Russ and Jim headed 
back to get them because those 
fish were our dinner. 
MARY WENT to Truckee for 
the news and the mail. One of 
the clerks at the sport shop 
there told her about a buck 
weighed in that tipped the 
scales at 265 pounds. It had 6 
points on each side, and was 
taken near Sage Hen Creek, 
which is just out of Truckee. 
That's some buck for Califor­ 
nia. 
There are so few people in 
the mountains that it’s hard to 
believe. They all come the first 
weekend of deer season, then 
leave, tired and beat: most of 
the time with little to show for 
their efforts. If you decide to 
come up, stay for at least two 
weeks. You'll enjoy every min­ 
ute of it, and you will get to 
know a little bit of this great 
outdoors. I've done it every 
year since 1945 and it’s been 
worth every minute.

New York Shows Marinite's Film

A young Fairfax man who 
spends his days working in the 
Sausalito Post Office and his 
evenings and weekends creat­ 
ing motion pictures, has sud­ 
denly vaulted into the big-time 
of the experimental film world. 
Robert Brennan’s first com­ 
pleted film, “ An American Liai­ 
son,” was shown Saturday at 
the New York International 
Film Festival in the Lincoln 
Center. 
Brennan, 
24, said seven 
months of effort and frustra­ 
tion, some $1,200 and the coop­ 
eration of three young Marin 
actors went into the film, a 16 
millimeter, color production 
with a sound track.

special techniques to control 
the light (Brennan’s story con­ 
cerned a commuter’s drive to 
the city at dawn) the Marin 
producer had to tailor his shoot­ 
ing schedule to the sunrise hour 
which kept changing as the 
weeks wore on. 
Both Hollywood and Brennan 
sometimes must postpone 
shooting dates because stars 
had other commitments. But 
Hollywood doesn’t have scenes 
involving a rented car delayed 
in reshooting because the same 
type of car may not be availa­ 
ble again for weeks. 
Brennan had to convert the 
dining room of his home at 165 
Bolinas Road into his film edit­ 
ing shop. There he also worked 
out the soundtrack, blending 
sounds occuring while the film 
was being shot in Marin and 
San Francisco with pop records 
and special sound effects. 
Brennan said he doesn’t want 
to go to Hollywood. Instead, 
“ I’m hoping that my film’s 
showing in New York will at­ 
tract some backer's attention 
so I can produce some other 
ideas. I want to make some 
more short films to develop my 
own style.” 
He’s working on a film “ using 
all abstract image” based on 
Marin’s shorelines. 
Short experimental films are 
to the feature length movie as a 
poem is to a novel, Brennan 
explained. The producer must 
use his few minutes of film to 
“ create one image, leave you 
with a single thought” while the 
feature length film or a novel 
“ will take you way out” 
through an involved story line. 
The young bachelor producer 
said he was interested in drama 
since high school days, but de­ 
cided to concentrate on film- 
making about two years ago.

A Depressing Search For Work 


By NELS JOHNSON 
On a sunny day in January, 
1069, a land mine exploded near 
the Mekong Delta tidelands in 
war-torn Vietnam. The blast 
left one American dead and 
three wounded. 
Among the wounded was Cpl. 
Richard A. Harris of Terra 
Linda. Shrapnel had blown 
away a six-inch section of his 
leg. 
The lifeless limb was later 
amputated in a San. Francisco 
hospital. 
After 18 months of hospitali­ 
zation and rehabilitation, Har­ 
ris began looking for a job. 
Although he’s held several 
posts for brief periods, he'd had 
no luck in finding permanent 
work. 
“ I ’ve put in applications left 
and right, but get no answers,” 
he said. “ As soon as you tell an 
employer you’ve got a missing 
leg, it's ‘Don’t call us, we'll call 
you.’ ” 
“ It gets pretty depressing,” 


said the 25-year-old Harris of 
his fruitless year-long search 
for work. 


Harris said he could do “ just 
about anything” an employer 
could offer, adding that he’s 
taken up scuba and sky diving 
since his leg was amputated. 
“ My only limitation is that I 
can't run or sit for prolonged 
periods,” he said. Harris logged 
six months of clerical and 
heavy equipment operation ex­ 
perience with the federal Bu­ 
reau of Land Management be­ 
fore he was drafted in 1968, but 
has found that “ with a missing 
leg, it just doesn’t matter.” 
“ When I see a big ‘cat’ or 
‘belly dumper’ (construction 
equipment) my heart goes out 


for it. But I can’t get the job. It 
breaks my heart,” he said. 


“ No one wants to hold out a 
hand to the veteran - especially 
the handicapped veteran,” he 
said. 
Harris said he has dozens of 
handicapped friends who have 
experienced the same difficulty 
in finding work. 
Discouraged but no less de­ 
termined, Harris recently regis­ 
tered with the California De­ 
partment of Human Resources 
office in San Rafael. On the 
waiting list in the office are 475 
jobless Vietnam veterans, in­ 
cluding 44 handicapped veter­ 
ans. There are also 363 veter­ 
ans of other wars on file, 32 of 
whom are handicapped in some
